FRANKLIN'S KITE.

The Phllosopher's Famous Experls
ment us Deseribed by Himnaelf.

The (amous kite experiment Is de-.

seribed by Franklin in a letter dated
Oct. 10, 1752: “Make n small cross of
light sticks of cedar, the arms so long
ns to reach to the four corners of a
large, thin silk bhandkerchlef when ex-
tended, Tie the corners of the hand-

kerchlef to the extremities of the cross,

so you have the body of a kite, which,
belng properly accommodated with a
tail, loup and string, will rise in the
alr like those made of paper, but be-
Ing made of silk is better fitted to bear
the wet ond wind of a thunder gust
without tearing, To the top of the up-
right stick of the cross Is to be fixed a
very sharp pointed wire rising a foot
or mare above the wood, To the end
of the twine next the hand is to bhe
tied a silk ribbon, and where the silk
and twine join a key may be fastened.
This kite Is to be raised when a thun.
der gust appears to be coming on, and

! the person who holds the string must

stand within a door or window or un-
der some cover so that the sllk ribbon
may wot be wet and eare muost be tak-
en that the twine does not touch the
frame of the door or window. As soon
as the thunderclouds come over the
kite the pointed wire will draw the
electric fire from them and the kite,
with all the twine, will be electrified
and stand out every way and be at-
tracted by an approaching finger, And
when the raln hns wet the kite ana
twine you will find the electric fire
stream out plentifully from the key on
the approach of your knuckle'
